THE MAIL SERVICE, 
The mail service provided by the 
Post Office department for the towns 
of the North West along the line of the 
C. P.. R. is, with one exception, very 
satisfactory. The mail is carried, as a 
rule, punctually and careful and re- 
sponsible mail clerks are employed. 
The exception referred to above is 
the inconvenience which is shared by | 
all the towns west of Brandon, of hav- | 
ing no mail from the weston Wed-; 
nesday evening or from the east on 
Thursday worning in each week. This 
isa matter that calls ior remedy by the | 
Department. Until about a year ago | 
no mail was sent out of Winnipeg for | 
the west on Wednesday, but the people 
as far west as Brandon commenced an 
agitation for, and were successful in 
obtaining, a local mail to Brandon. 
There are a great many reasons why 
this mail service should now be extend. 
ed through to the Coast. Our merch- 
ants and business men do the great 
bulk of their trade with Winnipeg 
wholesale houses, and it is often a seri- 
ous inconvenience for them to have no
